Wcstmount. Clive H. Von Cardinal, 
Honours student In History addressed 
the club on "Mcdtavel Universities." 

Like many other institutions the or- 
igin of the University is not definitely 
known. The Greeks had a form ot Uni- 
versity but it was not until the 12th 
century in western Europe that it had 
its real beginning. At Bologna and 
later at Paris, students formed a guild 
and employed blasters to teach them. 
Oxford, formed by the migration from 
Paris discontented English scholars was 
organized in a different manner. There 
the guild was of Masters, and graduates 
and undergraduates, these latter jour- 
neymen, as it were. 

The students found the guild system 
satisfactory for they were now suffl- 
.ciently well organised to combat the 
townsmen who charged exorbitant 
prices for books, food and lodging. 411 
the University had to do now to bring 
the townsmen to terms was to threaten 
to migrate en masse. There were con- 
tinual "townsman and gownsman" 
riots but tlic students seem to have 
held their own. 

liologna Was early recogni2e<l as the 
leading law school; I'arls was noted for 
li;coloey and 'philosophy and Salerno 
tor mcdii inc. For a short period Clas- 
sics hclfl Bivay bat loijlc and rhetoric 
hours were spent on dull and stupid 
discussions.

At Bologna, scholars were obliged lo 
attend ill least ilirto Icyturcs a week, 
which could liardly be termed en oxacl- 
Irig: ;»çbedulc, TJ^o Master gave u Iccliire 
in tiio morning, during which tlie stud- 
ents did not take notes of (Uiy kind, 
i owing to the rapidity of his clogticnce. 
>,In the afternoon the lecture was re- 
pealed more slowly by u Bachelor of 
Arts and the sludcnls committed it to 
memory. Examinations were stringoit 
but failure was unusual. 

Jt was quite common for boys oi* JO 
and }'i to enter tlic University. Tlie 
slandurd of 'education was low for few 
countries had the Giviinmar schools of 
English type. ■ 

NalioiiulUy Divisions 
'J'lie l.'nivcraiiy of Paris divided i»a 
studciiiK Into iiu.tioiialitit« for tlieix 
were many .students from Kiigluii J, 
'jennajiy and Jtaly, and from Hie statu- 
tes there is evidence tiiat Intemantlonjl 
rolalionshtps were not entirely harmo- 
nious.

KING POLICY PROBED 

Following closely on the debate in 
the House ,of Commons concerning 
Canada's possible commitments jn '.the 
event of a Ei4ropean war, a meetingr o* 
the S,P.M. will today con.sider the pro- 
blem in the light of tho highly signifi- 
cant declarations made in the Rouse 
by the Prime Minister. The meeting 
nill be held at five o'clock In Strathco- 
na Hall. Some special research 
material on Canada's foreign relations 
Included in a mimeographed report uf 
"Tho Montreal Youti) Congress" will 
be available today at the "International 
Rotations Shelf" in the rear end of 
the library. 

The Prime Miniatci, pointed out two 
days ago that "it \s time for this House 
to decide whether It will participate 
in any war In which Great Britain may 
be involved". Despite this statement 
the real constltutloniil position of -Can- 
ada in the event of the BritlHh Govern- 
ment 'loclaring war remains very doubt- 
ful. There arc many who would Inter- 
pret the exls^ng constitution ,.o( the 
Commonwealth as meaning In the 
famous words of Sir VIMfred Laiirler 
"that when Great Britain is at war, 
Canada is also at war".

FLASHES 



Jan. liOth. The number ot 
homeless persons, went over th<> 
one million marlc last night as 
the ravaging floods swept the 
South U.S., carrying with them 
death and destruction. Tho num- 
ber of known dead was estimated 
at 201, by the Red Cross. Ot these 
wore from l,ouL<ivtlle. Damage 
was conservatively estimated at 
9400,000.000. 

A glg.mtlo plan lo move out 
600,000 people within 50 miles of 
tho Mississippi III ver from Cairo, 
lit,, to New Orleans— 1,000 miles 
— was being organlied for use. If 
necessary' by the U.S. Army, as 
tho unprecedented Ohio Uivcr 
Flood billowed southward - toward 
tho straining Mississippi levees. 

The West end ot the city ot 
Louisville was completely sub- 
merged, and police started b'rlng> 
Ing bodies out of that district. For 
tho first time, it was realized that 
flood victims there might total 
hundreds. .Meanwhile the Red 
Cross was raising i(i0,000,000 as 
relief fund, and the Senate ar- 
ranged for quick consideration ot 
!^T0O,00O,000 dcficioncy appropria- 
tion, '

Aryans Not A Race From 
Point Of View Of 
Anthropologist$ 

MilX) speak of racial purity in 
any nation is ridiculous,"- 
stated Dr. Otto Klineberg a.t 
yesterday's meeting of the Mac- 
cabean Circle in the Union 
ballroom. Dr. KJIncberg, Mc- 
Gill graduate and noted ■ an- 
throfwiogist, addressed t h • 

Circle on the timely topic "Race and 
Culture". 

In Introducing his topic, and to pro- 
vide a basis tor his discussion, tho 
speaker defined the term "Race" as a 
group ot people, possessing, in com- 
mon, certain phy-iica'. characteristics. 
The differences m mental attitudes ara 
certainly apart trom the Idea ot race. 
"Arj-an" Di.-iciissed \ 
Dr. Kiincberg next took up the ques- 
tion as to whether tho 'group which 
the Germans call Aryan is really a' race 
from the point ot view of tho anthro- 
pologist. The terra "Aryan" was first 
ujicd by a German professor at Oxford, 
.M.1.X Miller, in his supposition that tlie 
people of Germany were of a separate 
and distinct race. However after fur- 
ther research had been madot Miller 
retracted his statement. Unfortunately, 
as 30 often Is the case, his rccaotation 
went almost: tinnoUced. The term 
"Aryan"' really describes a group of 
languages similar to Sanskrit and An- 
cient Persian, and tho presumpUoffi 
w;is wrongly made that all who spoks 
samo ;an?ua?9 were ot the same 
race, -Vs an illustration of the Calsity 
ot this belief, the speaker took aa an 
example the so called "I^tin Bace." 
This "Race" includes those nations 
which speak tho Komanca lansuages 
and in ono of thcao countries alone, 
France, we fin-i three distinct anthro- 
pologyal types: Nordic, Alpine, and 
Mediterranean. So we see that a si- 
mitar language docs not Imply the 
same race. As further evidence wo 
have the so called Slavic and Semitic 
"Races''. In the latter are included 
.Arabs, predominantly the Mcditerraa- 
ean type; the Ethroplans, also pre- 
dominantly Mediterranean; and the 
Jews, a predominantly .Upino type. It 
i Is foolish "to apply the term Semitic to 
i race. The sole bon'l bet 'a eon these 
three groups is in ihe similarity ot 
language, and this same fact is true of 
these so called "Races". 

Nation and Race Concept 
The concept of the x'-sociation oC 
nation and race wua next Ucail with by 
Dr. Kllnebcrg. In Germany, tho hot- 
bed of the racial question, there are 
both Alpine and Nordic typos. Clearly 
it becomes impossible to iei;a: J nice 
and nation as simil.-ir. One race can be 
found in many nations and many na- 
ticns in ono race. To speak of racial 
purity In any nation is ridiculous and 
certainly Germany, whore tho cry- ot 
race purity has been raised, is tho 
lost nation that siiould nusc this nues- 
Hon. There is moic physical resem- 
blance between the inhabitants of 
northern Franco and southern'. Ger- 
many than between thqso of northern 
and southern Germany. In fiicl an- 
thropological tncasurcmonls ot all 
"pui'o Aryan.-*" in (.ïorniaii.'- were halt- 
ed duo to wide diffciencvs in Iho re- 
sults. To account for this it has been 
ridiculously stated in Germany that 
"Nordic 'souls' can rcsido in non- 
Nonlic boUic-s anJ iion-Noriiic 'souls' n 
Nordic bodies", thus iiiimodiatcly dis- 
proving their own doctrine of Aryan 
superiority. Tho term Nordic with 
which Aryan is wrongly used inter- 
changeably, has led to an epidemic ot 
bleaching of hair and soloctivo eugenics 
in onlcr to conform to tho populoc 
conception of Iho term. 

Culluro Hiid Eiivironiucnl, 
Tho only dissimilarities seen as a 
result of tho Aryan and non-Aryan can 
bo attributed to diftcroiico.s in culture 
and environment. Uul Ihcro is nothing 
that will prevent a, transmission ot 
culture and a change of onvlronmont. 
Thus a Jow in Germany, who has as*, 
simltatcd tho Gorman culluro Is with-, 
out doubt as Bood :i German as hi.i 
-.uli'-.-iufficicnl. ".Vijaa" ncijihlioi'. Tlio 
(.iciinan Kovcrnmeiit, in order to offdct 
this idcti has "created" what thoy torm 
"Germun Mathomatlcs" and "German 
Physics",

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• The Students' Eniploymeiit 
Bureau 

MANY ISIcGill Students are unaware of 
the fact that tlicir Students' Coun- 
cil maintain.^ an oniploymont bureau. This 
bureau is located in tlio McGill Union artd 
is available for u.se by all students who 
pay the Universal T^ee. The Bureau is 
tjiaintained to provide a means of contact 
"between the employers and the students 
and each year many positions are filled. 
"Most of these positions are .<;ummer jobs, 
but the bureau is by no means confined to 
the location of .students in the summer 
Jiolidays, but affords a chance to the 
student desirous of obtaining work dur- 
ing the Christmas vacation and offers a 
limited opportunity for employment dur- 
ing the college .*es.^ion. 

There is no guarantee of a position 
l>oing found for all applicants, but every 
effort Is put forth to secure a job for 
the willing student. The record of the 
bureau sjwalc? for itself. 

In order to secure a position through 
tlie bureau it is necessary to register at 
the Union. There is a nominal registra- 
tion fee charged the student, but this will 
be many times repaid if a satisfactory job 
is obtained. Lilic all other things in this 
world the success of the bureau dejîends 
largely on the attitude of the student tO' 
wai'ds his own public utility. The bureau 
is under excellent management and it is 
iniDDrtant for the 5?tudents who apply to 
vjniEmber that if they obtain a job' th'cy 
wi"i be ropre-^cnling McGill in fhe out- 
.sid? woi-ld. They should thej-efore put 
lhi;ir best foot forward and do^ their best. 
Not only does the future of 'the bureau 
depend on this cooperation, but the good 
name of jhe, university i? at stake as is 
itlie reputation of the individual concern- 
•ed. 

From time to time we hear criticism 
bn the part ^ employers that the students 
Kli.ouId not be used in the summer and in 
their spare time during'the college session. 
It is claimed that they are robbing those 
who are earning their living. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. Many 
students at McGill are putting themselves 
through college. These people need our 
encouragement and sympathy. It is a far 
worthier and often more profitable thing 
to employ student^: who have high ideals j 
and a definite ambition than people whoi 
perhaps do not care much what they do. 

There is also an allegation that stud- 
ents are iiiexpei'ienced. But we havis 
found that in practice llie average stud- 
ent is faj- more versatile tlian is his bro- 
ther who has no higher education. 

Again we would urge you to use your 
employment bureau.. It is there for your 
benefit.

Sh" 
nlS(, does not stop for a second, hut 
goes from bed to bed, gives lomethlnff, 
takes .something, helps Aomeontf to. sit 
up, turns a patient round, doing It 
all with « quiet, .serene, kindly smile 
lighting up her pleasant, young face. 

Then the doctor enters the ward. 
The nurse In white wheels up a tablo 
with bandages, and, surrounding each 
bed In turn ivlth screens, Ihe doctor 
and she are occupied for a long time 
with the dressings. 

Evidently there aro patients In tho 
ward but newly oomo from severe 
operations. Beside eaoh of these pa- 
tionfs, with gnzo fixed Intently on tho 
Bufferfr, a nurse alts, ready at any 
second to help, 

•1 continue to observe thj life of the 
ward with attention. I am accustomed 
to life In a hospital and J notice the 
details. Th« nursing after an oporation 
pleases me, nnd Ihe mora X watch, the 
more 1 am amazed. Several times my 
observatloni and reflections are In- 
terrupted by the sister In white com- 
ing to me with qiiesfWiLs and offering 
her services to ine, a now-comor. 
Kvidenlly the nurse on duty Is atrivln!; 
to give the patients the maximum of 
comfort and to surround them with 
such care that even details are fore- 
seen In advance. 

6 o'clock in the ovenlng. .A maid in 
a grey dress and white cap and apron 
wheels a trolly into the word, bearing 
traye with supper, A little maid In 
grey, who has a slight Umff, moves 
brlikly between tlic bads, distriljutint; 
the trays. The sister !n white busiCR 
herself in serving the food, while two 
others help her. Tho maid in grey 
serves the patients with tea, coffee, 
milk, sugar, bread. There Is so mijc.*i 
kindness, anxiety to please, and court- 
ly expressed In that small figure! 
The look on her face .shows that she 
puts her whole soul into the work. 
She tries to talk to one patient la Eng- 
lish, to another in French, and she 
is greatly perturbed If a patient win 
not take something that Is offered. It 
Is pleasant to see that busy, courteous 
little maid. 

Tho nursts carefully watch t^e pa- 
tients all through supper. Everything 
goes smoothly, except that one old 
lady, a; new arrival, whose bed Is sur- 
rounded fcy high railings, coven her 
apple sauce with peppor and salt. T'.ie 
nurse runs up and explains that pepper 
is not suited to that dish, but the old 
lady is In no wise put out and con- 
tentedly eats up her highly soxsoned 
I apple dessert. With the others all goes 
I well and supper finishes peacefully. 
After supper the ward re^umeg^ . Us 
ordinary aspect. 

It quickly grows dark behind the 
wtndow-s. On the background oC the 
huge glass wall the lighted silhouettes 
of the.«e itrey stone giants, ilie c'.ty 
skysc.apers, begin to emerge from tlio 
dark, descenJInir night, lu the ward It 
grow.s quieter. The nurses continue to 
move ncflsolessly between the Viads. Two 
little old ladles, who have been oper- 
ated on tor cataract, are comfortably 
installed Ul the corner near thu warm 
radiator and from their direciloii comes 
the muted, scarcely audible melody of 
ti hymn. 

In thfe corridor tlie infrequent sound' 
of footsteps Is heard. The telephone 
rliigH.

quietly. Havliig fliil.slied her talk wltli 
tho iuvarlublo "Thank .you" — wor.N 
strange to a Soviet ear but here bolns;

Within the simplified formula of a 
cold and civil approach to the sick, it 
Is impossible to Include the heaven- 
sent gift of right treatment of a pa- 
tient^ Every sick person, suffering 
from the well known psychological 
traumata, such as faar of death, agita- 
tion before operation, fear of loss of 
ability, expects something more than 
Just a elytl attitude towards himself. 
ThU may be the egoism of tha patient, 
but he is sick and the art oi; healing 
lies la reading aright the pathological 
reaction of the organism in such 
"egocentricness". 

The 3Pirlt of the Canadian bospita! 
— the spirit of humane care of the 
sick, carried out with a pleasant, kind- 
ly smile— bespeaks a wlf:c leadership, 
a control from behind the .scenes, and 
knowledge of the soul of the sick 
person as well as the gift of approach 
to him. It indicates a careful, atten- 
tive, soasltlve relation towards human 
suffering. The manner in wtitch this 
service is carried out is deeply humane 
and at the same time profoundly scien- 
tific, and therefore, when all the com- 
plicated conditional reflexes of the alck 
subject are taken into account, the
